In the city of Fort Wayne it 
costs the taxpayers $142.00 each 
for every student in the public 
high school—and that much is 
actually needed to operate the 
schools. In no Catholic High 
School is half that ~ amount 
<harged by way of tuition and in 
most of them only about one- 
fourth that amount. While the 
good priests and Sisters who 
teach in our schools receive 
smaller salaries than teachers in 
the public schools do, the other 
operating costs remain practi- 
cally the same—fuel, light, jani- 
tor services, coaches, insurance,

Washington, March 25—(NC)— 
More than six million dollars have 
been contributed by Catholics of 
the United States to the Bishops’ 
War Emergency and Relief Com- 
mittee in the five campaigns since 
its establishment in 1941, the Com- 
mittee reports on the eve of the 
1946 appeal to be made on Laetare 
Sunday. 

The contributions have been ex- 
pended principally to relieve hu- 
man suffering among victims of 
war, refugees, homeless and all dis- 
tressed persons without regard to 
nationality, race or creed. During 
the war most of the funds were 
distributed through Vatican chan- 
nels which had the widest possible 
access to areas in need. 

This year’s appeal will be made 
in most of the churches of the na- 
tion on Laetare Sunday, March 31, 
and the proceeds will be used to al- 
leviate suffering caused by war in 
Europe and the Far East. Though 
the guns are silent, the Committee 
reminds, the need for food, clothing, 
medical care and housing. has ac- 
tually increased. 

In compliance with the wishes 
of Pope Pius XII, who in his re- 
cent Encyclical Letter on the care 
of needy children called upon all 
“to support... every movement 
directing its forces fully and ef- 
fectively for the succor of needy 
and abandoned children,” special 
emphasis will be placed on reliev- 
ing the lot of war-stricken chil- 
dren, the Committee states. 

It was with the Pontiff’s sup- 
plication: in mind that His Emi- 
nence Samuel Cardinal Stritch, 
Archbishop of Chicago and Chair- 
man of the Bishops’ Committee, 
addressed a personal appeal to 
members of the U. S. Hierarchy 
requesting their utmost cooperation

The sacred pallium is a symbol 
of the fullness of the episcopacy en- 
joyed by the [ pe and shared with 
the archbishops of the world. The 
sacred pallium was brought to this 
country by the Most Rev. William 
O’Brien, Auxiliary Bishop of the 
Archdiocese of Chicago. The pall- 
ium itself, a band of white wool 
ornamented with six crosses and 
having a pendant strip before and 
behind, is pinned on the shoulders 
of the sacred vestments of the arch- 
bishop. It is worn only on the oc- 
casions specified in the Church’s 
liturgy. 

Each year, pallia are woven by 
the Sisters of St. Francis in Rome

Those who prefer to be mar- 
ried at a very cold ceremony in 
the rectory of the priest, apart 
from the holy Sacrifice of the 
Mass and the nuptial blessing, 
evidently do not take the Sacra- 
ment seriously. If it were ever 
before necessary to have the 
richest blessing of God on a 
marriage to be rendered happy 
throughout a long life, it is es- 
pecially necessary in our times. 


When the pastor of the Catho- 
lic party is asked to witness a 
marriage between that parish- 
ioner and another Catholic who, 
to him, is an entire stranger, he 
must not only be furnished with 
proof of the Baptism, but also 
with evidence that the stranger 
is free to contract marriage. A 
stranger to the priest who is 
asked to perform the marriage, 
whether Catholic or non-Catholic, 
must take an oath, with his hand 
resting on the Bible, to the effect 
that he either was never married 
before, or that his consort to a 
previous marriage is dead. A 
civil divorce and a license to 
eontract a second marriage ac- 
cording to the laws of the State 
do not make a second marriage 
either licit or valid before God. 
Not even the non-Catholic’s con- 
version to the Catholic Church 
would invalidate a previous valid 
marriage. 

Many Catholics must entertain 
the notion that re-marriage after 
divorce during the lifetime of the 
divorcees, violates only a Catholic 
Church law, or not one in a mil- 
lion would dare to attempt it. 

It is almighty God Himself, 
who forbids such a marriage, 
and the Church only promulgates 
His law.. Once God has emphati- 
cally spoken, the hands of His 
agent, the Church, are tied. Not 
only are the hands of the 
Church tied, but the hands of the 
State as well. No king or presi- 
dent, no Federal or State legis- 
lature, has any authority to alter 
a law of God, Who, after marry- 
ing the first human pair, de- 
clared: 

“Wherefore a man shall leave 
father and mother, and _ shall 
cleave to his wife; and they shall 
be two in one flesh.” 

Not only was that decision of

justified only separation, with no 
right to remarry. In both texts 
He very plainly declares: “He 
that marrieth her that is put 
away committeth adultery.” 

St. Luke writes “Everyone 
that puts away his wife and 
marries another commits adult- 
ery; and he that marries a wo- 
man who has been put away from 
her husband commits adultery”; 
and St. Mark uses the word 
“whoever.” He says: “Whoever 
puts away his wife and marries 
another, commits adultery 
against her; and if the wife puts 
away her husband and marries 
another, she commits adultery.” 
There is hardly any doctrine 
of faith taught so clearly in Holy 
Scripture as the doctrine con- 
cerning marriage and divorce. 
That it was the custom of 
Christians, Catholic and Protes- 
tant, to regard marriage as a 
permanent contract is clear from 
the marriage ceremony in the 
ritual of every sect, and even in 
the ceremony performed by offi- 
cers of the civil law. In every 
marriage ceremony, the words 
“until death do us part” occur. 
Therefore there may be 
“trial” marriages. Fiver 
Catholic or non-Catholic, who 
has entered such a union is hviuy 
in the state of grievous sin.

The very words “matrimony,” 
“wedlock,” “conjugal” state, im- 
ply permanency. They signify 
that both husband and wife ac- 
cept a common yoke, which they 
must carry throughout life. 

Quite commonly the Catholic 
Church is accused of pronoun- 
cing invalid every marriage 
which does not take place before 
her own clergy. This is a most 
wicked libel, because the Catholic 
Church passes no judgment on 
marriages of people who are not 
of her fold. She takes for grant- 
ed that they are valid, although, 
naturally, she would hold, as 
every Bible Protestant must 
hold, that marriage in which one 
of the parties is a divorcee with 
wife or husband still living, is 
invalid. 

The law that requires people 
to be married before their parish 
priest and two witnesses applies 
to Catholics only. — |

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Americans Called Upon To Alleviate Sufferings Of Victims Of Hunger, Want And Misery In Europe And The Philippines 


By THOMAS J. CULHANE 


“The war is over but there is no peace 
‘1 the world!” So wrote the Bishops of 
the United States in their historic docu- 
ment, Between War and Peace, on No- 
vember 16, 1945. 

And there still is no peace in war-torn 
Europe. Peace, in the true sense of the 
word. cannot hope to reign in nations 
stalked by hunger, want and misery. 
America well knows that such conditions 
exist across the sea, but until one has 
read authentic accounts of the terrible 
state of affairs from the hands of the 
sufferers themselves, it would be impos- 
sible to visualize their sad plight. 

Many of these letters and documents, 
from members of the clergy and the laity 
of Italy, Germany, France, Hungary, Po- 
land, Lithuania, Holland, Jugoslavia and 
other countries, have reached the Bish- 
ops’ War Emergency and Relief Com- 
mittee, whose sixth annual collection for 
the relief of the European war victims 
will take place in most dioceses of the 
country on Laetare Sunday, March 31. 


Reds Carry Away The Food 


One of the most revealing of these 
documents, signed by three members of 
the Catholic clergy, is a vivid account of 
the tragic life being led today by the 
people of once beautiful Silesia. It tells 
how the Russians and other communists 
have carried away what little food there 
remained in the land, have driven off 
herds of cattle, destroyed the entire crop 
and literally “condemned the people to 
death by hunger.” 

“The invaders stamped into the gar- 
dens, tore the half-ripe fruit from the 
trees and the bushes and carted away the 
vegetables,” the document discloses. 

The people were not even allowed to go 
into their own gardens to salvage what 
might have been left of the badly har- 
vested crop. They feed on a meager 
supply of potatoes dug up in the dark 
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lean. ‘emoll children and the aged have been the worst sufferers of the war. Here we see a Sister and a doctor examining a baby 
starved and deformed from want of food.

“Hunger and typhus are spreading 
rapidly, and not only the sick, the chil- 
dren and the aged are dying by the thou- 
sands, but also the once strong and 
healthy are victims of the dread disease.

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In closing, the document appeals to 
America for aid to the people of Silesia, 
‘a land in chains, violated by subjects 
that live only for the lowest instincts and 
who are dominated by wild hatred and 
vindictiveness.”

It also 
deals with the calamities that have fallen 
upon Lithuania under Russian occupae 
tion. 

“Conditions are now worse than ever 
in Lithuania,” the document states, 
“The savagery of the Soviet agenta 
attacks the Church and the nation. Not 
one Lithuanian Bishop remains in the 
country. Some have been killed, others 
are in exile. Almost all of our priests 
are in prison or have been deported to 
the most remote revions of the Soviet 
union. Thousands of children have been 
taken from their families to be placed in 
special camps where they are being ine 
doctrinated in communism.”

Would not that result in practically 
Christianizing this nation 
sale and almost at a stroke?” 

“If forms and rituals are not too 
strictly insisted upon, if it is main- 
ly a question of spirit and sub- 
stance,” Shiratori continues. “I 
don’t suppose that His Majesty will 
much hesitate to espouse Christian 
teachings. It is almost incompre- 
hensible why, while we imported so 
freely the fruits of western civil- 
ization little or no notice hitherto 
has been taken of the Christian re- 
ligion by our imperial court,” he 
say. “The time is more than ripe 
for a drastic change in this re- 
gard.”

T was just 15 years ago today—March 31, 1931—that a pas- 
senger plane crashed from the skies into a Kansas wheat- 
field and carried to his death, along with six others, one of the 
most colorful and most beloved characters in the history of 
American sport—the late Knute Rockne. I am not going to 
attempt another eulogy of him at this late date, nor am I 


going to recount any of his exploits 
or those of his Notre Dame football 
teams, but I think it is rather sig- 
nificant that, although Notre Dame 
has had acknowledged national and 
middle western championship teams 
since he died, not once in the past 
15 years have the Irish been able 
to go through a season unbeaten 
and untied. They have come close, 
true enough, but never have quite 
made that most difficult grade. 


The season after Rockne died, 
the Green Shirts, under Coaches 
Anderson and Chevigny, were 
tied in the second game of their 
season, 9-0 by Northwestern, 
but extended the N. D. undefeat- 
ed string to 26 straight games. 
These extended over the 1929-30- 
31 seasons. They were stopped in 
’31 by Southern California in 
their second to last game of the 
year, 16-14. That was the memor- 
able game played in the Notre 
Dame stadium in which Notre 
Dame led, 14-0, going into the 
fourth quarter. Then the Trojans 
rallied and scored two _ touch- 
downs, but missed one of the 
extra points, and the Irish still 
held a 14-13 lead as the game 
neared its close. 


Then came the dramatic setting 
when, with fourth down and 
about eight yards to go, Southern 
Cal called on Johnny Baker, its 
star guard, to try for a field goal.

Last year it 
was 48-0, so Army has already 
more than made up for that 13- 
ear victory drought in its Notre 
me series. 

In 1935, Notre Dame appeared to 
be headed toward an unbeaten sea- 
son after its spectacular 18-13 vic- 
tory over Ohio State im Columbus, 
but on the very next Saturday the 
Irish were upset on their own field 
by Northwestern, 14-7, for their 
only defeat of that season. 

Next came the 1938 season when 
Notre Dame rolled over eight 
straight opponents and needed only 
a victory over Southern California 
in its final game of the season in 
Los Angeles to gain recognition as 
the year’s unbeaten national cham- 
pions. But the Trojans again were 
the spoil sports, beating Notre 
Dame by 13-0. 

In 1941, Frank Leahy’s first year 
as head coach, Notre Dame went 
through the season unbeaten, but 
was tied by Army, 0-0, and in 1943, 
when the Irish were the uncontest- 
ed national champions, they lost 
their last game of the season in the 
last 28 seconds of play whe:. Great 
Lakes got away with a long pass to 
win out, 19-14. 

So, although Rock’s been dead for 
15 years, no Notre Dame team 
since his last two in 1929-30 has 
been able to go through a season 
unbeaten or untied. 


Francis Guilfoyle of Trenton, N.

Marshal Tito and his “ceommunistic 
hordes.” 

A special appeal is to be made 
to leaders of the United Nations, 
especially leaders of the United 
States and Great Britain, request- 
| jing that Tito be ousted and re- 
placed with Dr. Vlatko Macek, the. 
ONLY lawfully elected leader of 
Croatia, who is now in exile in 
France. The group wishes that Dr. 
Macek be directed to hold a free 
election, thereby giving Croatians 
an opportunity to decide by secret 
ballot the form of government they 
want and to choose the leader who 
is to preside over that government.

Free Enterprise 
Discussed By 
Fr. Edward Keller 


Toledo, Ohio, March 26—The so- 
called “indictment” of the Ameri- 
can system of freé enterprise as “a 
system for the few” is disproved by 
statistics, the Rev. Edward Keller. 
C.S.C., Director of the Bureau of 
Economic Research at the Univer- 
sity of Notre Dame, stated here to- 
night at a labor session of the 
Industria] Relations Institute. 

The Institute, sponsored by the 
Toledo Council of Catholic Men in 
cooperation with the University of 
Notre Dame, opened here last week 
and will continue through April. 
The Bureau of Economic Research 
at Notre Dame was organized in 
1937 to make special studies on fin- 
ancial, industrial, economie and 
similar problems. 

Father Keller said, in part: “The 
main economic argument against 
our free enterprise system is that 
it is a system for the few—that 
through excessive concentration of 
wealth and ineome the great 
mass of workers are kept to a pov- 
erty level of living. 

“Available statistics dispreve this 
contention. 

“While there is proof of inequa)- 
ity in both wealth and income dis- 
tribution, there is no proof, except 
to the contrary, that there is effec- 
tive concentration of either wealth 
or income.” 

Father Keller then explained that 
income is merely the cost of pro- 
ducing goods and services, and 
must necessarily be reflected in 
the prices consumers pay for the 
goods and services.
